LENA DAUM’S SAD DEATH. 


The residents of Youngsville, N. Y., and the resi- 
dents of Orange, N. J., are horrified over the story of 
the facts connected with the mysterious death of 
pretty Lena Daum, of the latter place, recently in the 
little Néw York village. 

Lena Daum was a young woman twenty-seven years 
old and was employed as a domestic by the family of 
Ezra H. Snow, of Orange. William Kays, a former 
resident of the same place, but now living on a iarm 
which he owns at Youngsville, N. Y., became ac- 
quainted with the girl during her service at the Snows 
and visited her several times. Recently Mrs. Snow 
suspected that Lena was in trouble, but nothing was 
said to the girl. 

On July 16 Lena suddenly left her place, telling Mrs. 
Snow that she was going away. She is said to have 
gone at once to Youngsville with the knowledge of her

relatives, who are said to have also known of her con- 
dition. 

Nothing was heard from Lena until Mrs. Lindeman 
received the dispatch on Saturday announcing the 
girl’s iliness. On receiving the news of her sister's 
illness Mrs. Lindeman at once prepared to goto her. 
This was in the moruaing of Saturday. At noon, before 
she had left her home, the second message. stating 
that Lena was dead, reached her. 

Shocked by the unexpected intelligence, Mrs. Linde- 
man did not know how to act. She was filled with a 
suspicious dread, but still continued her preparations 
to take the first train that left for Youngeville 
nightfall another dispatch arrived stating that i 
girl’s body was wanted it must be sent for. 

By this time Mrs. Lindemag’s husband had re 
home, and he at once made arrangements to ha’ 
body sent on, when he received a brief messag: 
ing that this could not be done unless a metallic cottin 
was forwarded. Mr. Lindeman immediately ordered 
one, but two hours later the last message announcing 
the girl’s burial reached the unhappy family. 

All that his wife told him, together with the strange, 
quickly successive messages, seemed very singular to 
Mr. Lindeman, and he at once visited Mr. Snow, by 
whose family the girl had been employed, and to him 
confided his suspicion. 

From Mr. Snow he learned of Kays’s visits to Lena, 
and the two men searched the room the girl had oc- 
cupied in the hope of finding letters or something 
that would throw some light on the case. They were 
unsuccessful, 

It was learned that Lenain the company of another 
girl, said to be Lena Kratt, a domestic in the family of 
John C, Lyons, visited Kays’s farm, where he takes 
boarders, last summer, upon Kays’s invitation. At 
least four other Orange girls are also said to have ac- 
cepted similar invitations from Kays, who trans- 
ferred his affections from one to another. The Daum 
girl became so jealous of Lena Kratt that at one time 
she is said to have threatened her life. 

Mr. Daum is nowin Youngsville. Hecarried with 
hiin Kays’s letters and a letter from Marshal McChes- 
pey. of Orange, to the Prosecutor of Sullivan county. 
A paper published in Sullivan county on Friday con- 
tained the following with reference to the case: 

‘Health Officer Dr. Brand, on Wednesday of this 
week, reported a severe case of malignant diphtheria 
at the house of W. H. Kays, at Youngsville. The pa- 
tient is Lena Daum of Orange N. J., who has been 
boarding there a short time.” 

' Thus terminates the erstwhile happy life of a girl 
who loved not wisely but too well. Kays’s friends 
claim that ha is innocent of any wrong in the matter, 
as he does himself. A full investigation will be made, 


Isn’t ita wonder that in this enlightened age. where 
intelligent girls have so many opportunities of learn- 
ing right from wrong, 80 many cxemplifications of the 
fact that there is but one road to happiness and honor- 
able marriage, they will still continue to place confi- 
dence in smooth-tongued ensnarers ?

There were lively timesin Fresno, Cal., during the 
past week, in consequence of the shooting and killing 
of John D. Fiske, speculator, theatrical manager and 
shrewd business man, by Joseph T. Stillman, an in- 
ventor. : 

The men met in front of the Grand Central Hotel in 
Fresno, quarrelled, fought and then Fiske was killed. 

Those who appear to know all about the matter, say 
thatan old feud existed between-the two men, and 
Stillman asserts that Fiske endeavored to blackmail 
him, threatening that if he did not deliver over a half

interest in certain of his patents and inventions, 
Fiske would inform Mrs. Stillman of her husband’s 
alleged infidelity. : 

In any event, the two men metin front of the hotel 
at about 8 o’clock in the evening. Stillman, it is said, 
had been searching for Fiske all day. A few words 
were exchanged and then they resorted to blows. 
They fought savagely and had worked their way from 
the sidewalk to the middle of the street, when Fiske 
suddenly stopped fighting and started to run down 
the street at full speed with Stillman at his heels. 
The latter, it was seen, had a revolver in his hand. 
They had not run many yards when Stillman fired a 
bullet into Fiske’s back. Fiske continued running, 
and Stillman fired again. A moment later Stillman. 
who was now almost within arm’s reach of Fiske, fired 
athird time. Fiske fell on his face inthe dust. Still- 
man, with his smoking revolver in his hand, walked 
around the prostrate form of Fiske several times and 
then started to walk away. An officer caught him by 
the right arm and tried to take the revolver from him 
but was unable to do so until some citizens came to 
his assistance. Stillman struggled to get free, but was 
finally overpowered and hurried away to jail, a great 
crowd having collected in the meantime. Fiske was 
carried toe drug store. The blood was gushing from 
his mouth and ears. As he was laid on the floor he 
gasped once and then dropped back dead. 

The death of John D. Fiske suddenly terminates 
counter-suits for divorce in which Fiske and his wife. 
who, by the way. is the third Mrs. Fiske, have for 
some time past been engaged. Fiske has had a high 
old time of it, matrimonially. as the sequel will show: 

He was first married in Stafford, N. H., to a Miss 
Alice Felker, of that place. He was at that time run- 
ning a commercial school at Dover. Miss Felker was 
a comely, placid-faced country girl. She sued for a 
divorce in a short time, and got it, Fiske’s next at- 
tempt was at Hanover, Mass., where he married Miss 
Mary G. Turner. She was prettier than Mrs. Fiske’ No. 
1, but still did not suit the fastidious boomer. No. 2, 
after a year or so of married life, went to a lawyer and 
between sobs told how cruelly she had been treated. 
A complaint in a divorce suit was filed, and Fiske 
making no defence the divorce was granted. 

The third marriage, the one to the woman who was 
recently left a widow, wasa romantic one in the ex- 
treme. He was engaged to a pretty widow and one 
day, when she expressed a doubt as to whether he 
loved her or her money most, he did the flourish act, 
asserted that his love was pure, and then philanthrop- 
ically insisted that the pretty widow deed all her 
wealth to her daughter. She did so. Fiske then 
skipped with the daughter and married her. That 
daughter is now his widow. They were married in 





1885, and two children are the result. 

Some time ago Fiske began a suitagainst his wife for 
divorce, naming one Barton as co-respondent. 

Mrs. Fiske filed a cross suit for divorce charging 
that Fiske beat her repeatedly, hired men to steal the 
children from her, drove her from home at night and 
named a time and place at which she claims he vio- 
lated his marriage vows, though she did not give the 
name of his companion. She says that at the time of 
their marriage she had $60,000, which has been so 
invested that it produces $1,400 a month, and the 
property and other investments are now worth $2U0,- 
000 
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Fiske did not propose to let his delicate little wife be 
burdened with so much property, for, according to 
the complaint, he got her to sign a deed conveying 
nearly allof itto him. This deed, he explained to her, 
merely secured to him the property in the event of 
her death. 

She keptitina box, and on June 28, she declares,

opened the box and then filed the deed with the County 
Recorder. 

Soon after Mrs. Fiske brought her suit for divorce in 
the Fresno County courts a restraining order or in- 
junction was filed for immediate service on Mr. Fiske, 
80 a8 to prevent him from selling any of the property 
he had secured from his wife, or collecting rents from 
ituntil the divorce case was decided. In the mean- 
time Mr. Fiske went to San Francisco, and has since 
been in consultation with his attorneys there, and at 
the same time has been carefully avoiding the officer 
from Fresno, who was there endeavoring to serve him 
with the injunction papers. 

Fiske visited Fresno on Sunday, two weeks ago, and 
the story of how he escaped the officers and the ser- 
vice of the legal documents reads like a romance. On 
the night before he took the sleeping car on the south- 
bound train at the Oakland mole and gave orders to the 
porter that no one was to disturb him until 12 
o’clock midnight. Injunction papers served on 
Sunday are null and _void,and as the train was to 
arrive in Fresno at 12:29 o’clock on Sunday morning, 
just after midnight, Fiske knew he would be safe un- 
til the same hour on Sunday night, at least. In the 
meantime the Fresno authorities were notified that 
Fiske wouldarrive soon after midnight, and, armed 
with the injunction papers, they proceeded up the

road to Madera and boarded Fiske’s train at 11:20 
o’clock. They passed through the train, but did not 
locate Fiske in his sleeping car until 12:10 o'clock, too 
late to serve the papers. On Sunday morning Fiske ‘ 
owned the town againand enjoyed himself with his 
friends free from injunction suits for at least eighteen | 
hours. : 

About noon on Sunday Mrs. Fiske called upon her 


‘husband at his office, and, during the remainder of the 


afternoon, they discussed their affairs at length. Bar-

was reported to be badly frightened, and was fearful 
lest Fiske would shoct him.

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junction proceedings for ten days if he would post- 
gone filing the divorce papers for the same length of 
time. Fiske told her that as long as their relations 


were so strained they had better put the agreement in 


writing. To this the wife consented and sent for her 
attorneys, Church & Seaton. The signiny of the pa- 
pers was delayed, however, and as the hour grew late 
friends of both parties dropped in. At 11:30 o’clock 
Fiske began to smell a large-sized rat. The signing of 
the papers was alla ruse, for in30 minutes more his 
wife’s lawyers would get service on him. 

Fiske notified the attorneys that he must be going 
and sent for his liveryman. To the latter he said: 
‘‘Hitch up your best team of horses and keep driving 
around the Court House Sguare continuously until 
morning. I may need your assistance.” 

Attorney Seaton became cnraged, and, holding $150 
in gold coin in his hand, he exclaimed: ‘‘Fiske, those 
papers will be served to-night if it takes every cent of 
this money. You will have to cross the Sierra Nevada 
mountains before morning if you escape us.” 

“I'll fool you, old man,” was Fiske’s quiet rejoinder. 

At 11.35 P. M. he walked into the street and towards 
his home. near the Court House, with a mob of law- 
yers, clerks and others at his heels. In the street were 
men on horseback and in carriages awaiting to inter- 
cept him should he endeavor to escape. Fiske looked 
at his watch. Itwas11.40 P.M. He walked through 
the Court House Square with three men close behind 
him. Suddenly he darted behind the shadow of a 
tree, made a short turn to the left, and threw himself 
over a fence, where he remained for half an hour 
crouching down and motionless. In the meanwhile 
the officers were searching for him everywhere. 
Twice they came so near that he could hear them talk- 
ing. Thelivery team continued driving around the

Court House all this time, and at an opportune mo- 
ment Fiske leaped into the carriage and was driven to 
the house of a friend in the country, where he spent 
the night. On Monday night he returned to Fresno 
and took a train for San Francisco. 

Up to the time of the shooting the Fresno officials 
had not succeeded in serving the papers on him, but 
the Supreme Court has appointed a receiver to take 
charge of the property. 

Itis with theatrical people, however, that Fiske has 
made his reputation for sharpness. They call him 
“Water Tank” and ‘“‘Tank Circuit” Fiske in the pres- 
ence of ladies, but in other company their term is 
somewhat stronger. Fiske owns, controls, leases or 
has contracts with fifty or more of the theatres west 
of the Rockies. Some time since he got out a circular 
announcing that he controlled acircuit reaching from 
Texas to the new State of Washington. Then he made 
contracts with companies and combinations, binding 
them to play at the places on his circuit. In many in- 


| stances nobody resided in these places, and when the 


companies refused to play. Fiske, it is said, levied on 
their stock and compelled them to ante up.

A WONDERFUL SWIMMER.

Gene Mercedier, the famous swimmer, whose port- 
rait appears in this issue, is one of the sensations of the 
times in the swimming line. He was born at st. Louis, 
Mo., on Aug. 24, 1866, stands 5 feet 5 inches in height 
and weighs 120 pounds. Mercedier became famous 
when, on Aug. 19, 1888, he won the long-distance 
championship of the Mississippi Valley, having done 
the longest swim on record, 20 miles, from Alton, III., 
to St. Louis, Mo., in 4 hours 59 minutes 46 seconds. 
Since his arrival in New York he accomplished some 
wonderful feats: On June 15, 1890, he swam the East 
River from the Brooklyn Navy Yard to Dover street 
pier, with his arms bound with 75 feet of hemp rope 
and two broad straps and carrying in each hand a two- 
pound iron dumbbell.

Again, on June 22, 1890, Mercedier swam the East 
river from the mouth of the Wallabout canal, Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard, to the Battery, with arms and legs 
tied with 125 feet of hemp rope and two straps and. 
carrying in each hand an iron dumbbell weighing two 
pounds each. Distance covered about 2!4 miles. His 
photo was taken expressly for the POLICE GAZETTE.

THREATS OF LYNCHING THEM. 


Thero is one sad home in Chicago to-day. It is the 
home of Widow Jennings, who resides on Gold street. 
There is a vacant chair in the household. It is that of 
pretty Lena. Jennings, who, but a shurt week ago, was 
the joy and life and light of the household. Lena was 
the only child, the only hope of her mother. Her 
body now lies im the local cemetery the victim of 
non-action, to say the least, of her male companions 

Lena Jennings was an exceptionally pretty girl, 
stylish, popular in social circles and possessing a 
good education. 

One day last week she went to the picnic of the Con 
gress Athletic Club, which was held at Willow 
Springs. Latein the afternoon she was asked to go 
rowing by Frederick Sherer, of 178 West Huron street, 
and Charles Sousia, of 178 Sebor street. She hed a 
pleasant time on the Desplaines river. She satin tho 
middle of the boat. One of the men arose to his fect 
and leaned over her in order to pass a cigar to the 
other. He leaned over too far. and upset the boat. 

The water was over 10 feet deep at this point. The 
two men paid no attention to the wild shrieks of the |

girl, but managed to catch hold of the upturned boat 

Lena could not swim a stroke. Her clothes kept her 
afloat for a few seconds, but, after one or two despair 

ing shrieks, she sank like a stone. Lena did not re- 
appear after she sank the first time. 

The accident occurred at a point opposite about the 
centre of the picnic grounds and there was probably - 
not less than 1,000 persons sawit. The cry “a woman 
is drowning” spread all over the grounds and in an 
instant there wasa rush of more than 2,000 people 
present on the river bank, where they became spec- 
tators of a most thrilling scene. Among them was the 
rirl’s lover. Fortunately for him, at the time. he did 
not know it was his sweetheart who was drowning as 
she was under the water, and he did not recognize the 
two men who were clinging to the boat. Men and 
women were wild with excitement, and called out to 
Sherer and‘ Sousia to make some effort to save the 
girl. but they did not pay any attention tothe cries. 
Because of their apparent cowardice, curses were 
hurled at them with frenzied vehemence across the 
water. 

There was one man among those on the river bank 
who was no coward. It was Officer Golden, of the 
Maxwell street station, who, throtizh his long term of 
service in the police department, has always proved 
himself a brave man and efficient officer. Without 
hesitation he threw off his hat and coat and plunged 
into the river and attempted to swim out to the girl’s 
rescue, but the long weeds growing in the river 
twined themselves about his limbs and neck so that 
He could make no further progress in spite of his 
struggles to do so. Megnwhile Albert Enders, a cooper,

breath again, the powerful Enders made a leap that 
brought him half way out of the water, and then, 
furning head downward, he disappeared like a flash. 
He femained under the water so long it was feared 
that he was unable to get to the surface, and the ex- 
citement among the spectators became more intense 
than before. Finally the awful strain of suspense was 
relieved by Enders’ reappearance, and with him was 
the limp and ifreless form of the unfortunate girl. 
Brave Enders swam with her to his boat, and unas- 
sisted placed her in it. He then got into it himself. 
Thoughtfully placing the body of the girl so that the 
water could run out of her mouth, he rowed over to 
where Sherer and Sousia were hanging on to the other 
boat and drew them into his boat. It was a perilous 
undertaking, as the boat was small and frail, and it re- 
quired the utmost strength and skill to accomplish it. 
Then, with its heavy load, he carefully paddled the 
boat ashore. By this time Officer Golden had also

reached the bank. He helped Enders bring the body 
ashore. 

Attempts to resuscitate the drowned girl were mado 
immediately. Her waist belt was cut off and her cloth 
ing loosened, but it was with great difficulty anything 
could be done. owing to the surging crowd of specta- 
tors. Finally a barrel was procured. and the girl was 
rolled upon it, and all the usual methods of resusci- 
tation were employed. but they were of no avail. Life 
was totally extinct. The body was carried to the ex: 
cursion train and placed in the baggage car. It was 
accompanied by Officer Golden. Enders. Sherer Sousia 
and the lover. Joseph C. Gamache. The grief of the 
latter was pitiable. and it only served to add to the 
prevailing excitement. The picnic grounds were de 
serted and everybody crowded about the car. 

The conduct of Sherer and Sousia while in the water 
and their failure to make any attempt to save her excit- 
ed much ugly discussion. Finally when some hothead 
cried out ‘Lynch them,” it was as a match applied to 
powder, The cry was taken up with a shout and a rush 
was made for the two men. Officer Golden drew his 
revolver and covered their flight into the baggage car. 
He then stood in the door and threatened to shoot the 
first man in the crowd who drew a weapon or boarded 
thecar. His coolness and determination mastered the 
mob, but it had to be maintained all the way into the 
city. and he stood guard with his weapon 1n his hand 
as angry men crowded the car platforms who were 
ready to do anything any leader might suggest. 

When the train reached Archer avenue, Officer 
Golden caused it to be slowed up and jumped off 
through the side door. accompanied by Sherer and 
Sousia. As soon as they alighted the train was hurried 
along at such high rate of speed that no one could 
follow them. When the mob on the train heard of 
their escape it was furious, but could do nothing but 
talk. 

Sherer and Sousia say that they cannot swim, and 
were too much excited to help the girl if they could.

Smith, while George Reynolds and Ed Gallagher seconded 
Collins. Morris Lee was referee. The battle was well con- 
tested. 

In the first round Smith had decidedly the best of the fhting 
and knocked Collins davm. In the second Smith tried to imi- 
tate Ike Weir's tactics, but Collins's left-hand blows soon puta 
stop to hisantics. Inthe third round there were several des- 
perate exchanges, and Collins, in spite of Sinith’s running and 
dodging. suceceded in landing several heavy blows on tne He- 
brew champion’s face and body. 

There was vicious fighting in the fousth round, and Smith 
gained another knockdown, owing to Coliins keeping his legs 
too close together, From this stage to the eighth round there 
was no advantage yained by elther, and when fo police refused 
to allow the battle to proceed, the referee called the contest a 
draw, 

Neither Simith nor Collins are in Cal McCarthy’s or George 
Dixon's class, and Smith is like all the latter-day English pugil- 
ists who visit this country, overrated and no mateh fer Cal 
McCarthy, George Dixon or Auta Murpiy, of Boston, Mass. 


FITZSIMMONS PLAYS WITH UPHAM. 


[SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION } 

The international glove fight between Bob Fitzsimmons of New 
Zenland, the middle-welght champion of that country, and 
Aftbur Upham of New London, Conn., was decided on July 28, 
The battle was 
fought according to “Police Gazette” rules, for a purse of $1.000 
offered by the club, The men tought at 155 pounds, with five- 
ounce boxing gloves. About 1,000 spectators were present, and 
Fitzsimmons was the favorite. The contest was a one-sided 
affair” and Upham, who has been greatly overrated, neyer had 
the least chance of even holding his own with the New Zealand 
champion. 

In the first round it was apparent that Upham was ont-classed. 
Fitzsimmons discovered this before halt # dozen Bads were 
made, and played with. his opponent wntich as a professor of 
pugilism plays with a pupil, Every one of Upham’s leads were 
cleverly stopped if they seemed to have any force in them, and 
the light ones were met with heavy counters. Upham was 
groggy at the end of the second round, having been knocked 
down haifa dozen times. He came up to the third round weak 
but plucky, and went at his man fiercely. 

Fitzsimmons warded off his blows seemingly without effort 
and slapped his Jaws half a dozen times with open gloves 
when he could have delivered knockout blows. Finally he 
landed heavily under Upham’s left ear, and Cpham went down 
heavily. He arose to be floored again, and then Fitzsimmons, 
pusning him away, advised him to give up the fight, telling him 
he could not win and was not called upon to stand up until 
knocked out, The fourth and fifth rounds consisted of hard but 
wild fighting onthe part of Upham and an exhibition of spar- 
ring on the part of Fitzsimmons, who scarcely put up his guard 
during the fight, Fisully Upham received a terrific right-hander 
on the neck and fell insénsible. 


ROEBER DOWNS MALAKOFF. 


[SuBJECT QF ILLUSTRATION. ] 

The wrestling match beGveen Ernest Roeber, the German 
champion, and Malakoff, the Russian Giant, for $500 and the 
“Pollee Gazette” championship medal, was decided at the Na- 
tional Theatre, Bowery, New York, on July 29. The contest had 
been well advertised, and the result was that the theatre was 
filled, although the prices of admission were 60 cents and §1. 
James Lavelle, of New York, backed the Russian Glant, while a 
well-known brewer backed Rovber. William E Harding man- 
aged the affair. 

The conditions were Greco-Roman, best three in five falls, 
according to “Police Gazette” rules. Malakoff had been trained 
at Staten Island, and was suffering from malaria, consequently 
he was vot able to display his wonderful strength. The Russian 
weighed 220 pounds and stood 6 feet 2 inches in height. Roeber 
stands 6 feet 8 inches, and weighed 180 pounds. Betting wrs 
$100 to $80 on Rozber, The match was interesting, and the first 
fall was won by Roeber in first-class style. During the second 
bout Sergeant Marcus [Morbelt, who is acting in Capt. Meakim's 
place during the latter's vacation, was behind the scenes in cit- 
zens’ clothes witnessing the match, stated that he would stop 
the prize fight, and tried to force his way on to the stage, shout- 
ing that the prize fight must stop. Capt. James C. Daly, the 
Irish Giant, who was stationed on the stage, selzed Horbelt by 
the arm and aked bim what right he had to stop it. and at the 
same time dealt bin a terrible right-hand punch in the mouth, 

Horbelt fell to the floor allin a heap. Daly would have con- 
tinned his assault on the sergeant had nota friend recognized 
the officer and notified Daly, who immediately made his 
escape. 

In less than a minute two dozen officers, with clubs tn their 
hands, were on the stage. Whenthe acting captain regained 
his feet he ordered the officers to arrest the wrestlers, manager, 
ete., and the officers, with drawn clubs, seized the contestants, 
and « panic ensued among the andience, Upon the representa- 
tives of the New York Herald, World and Sun informing him 
that he was making a mistake, he desieted, and the match pru- 
ceedea, Rvoeber won. 





RIOT ON A RACE TRACK.

There was a regular riot at the West Side race track, Chicago, 
on July 28, owing to the war between the management of the 
track and the bookmakers of the city. Ed Corrigan, who runs 
the track, had all the pool rooms in Chicago closed, and by way 
ot retaliation the heads of the bookmaking firms in Chicago de- 
cided to call the law to their aid and stop the bookmaking on 
the tragk. Corrigan had heard of the plan and engaged fitty of 
Pinkerton's men to protect his bookmakers, About 3,000 spec- 
tators were at the track, but when a large force of polloe ar- 
rived they forgot about betting and clamored for the blood of the 
blueconts 

Capt. Hayes and a squad of policemen, both in uniform and 
in citizen's dress, rushed through the crowd and fell upon the 
Pinkerton men, The entire crowd went down in the gutter, 
and there was probably not a spot on Hogarty'’s body that did 
not receive a kick or a thump. Other Pinkerton men, under 
Capt. Carney, ran tothe assistance of their comrade and were 
met with drawn revolvers and quickly retreated. At the sight 
of the zuns the crowd retired pell-mell, expecting every moment 
to receive bullets in their bodies, Capt. Hafes, who had gone 
down in the gutter clutching the throatof Officer Hogarty, ex- 
tracted himself with difficuity and left the half-lifeless Pinker- 
ton man to be dragged off as a trophy of the war. 

The police succeeded in their mission, and while the crowd 
was thus drawn off the constables, who had not become mixed 
up in the trouble, took one nan from each baokmaker’s stand 
and walke 1 them away.
